$96,000 BARRACK 
FOR MEXICANS T0 
GO UP NEAR HERE 


Construction of a dormitory for 
400 Mexican nationals is expected 
to be started in the immediate fu- 
ture on the site of the former 
Cucamonga CCC camp, two miles 
east of Ulpland. Contract for 
the building has been let to Stov- 
er Bros. The structure is to be 
finished in time to serve the na- 
tionals, who will be brought here 
to help harvest the 1943 grape 
crop. 

Cost of the camp will be $56,000 
and it will be financed by a levy 
of $1.50 a ton on the grapes of 
members of theSouthern California 
Grape Growers, Inc. Henry L. 
Lucas, Cucamonga, is president of 
the organization. Approximately 
40,000 tons of grapes have been 
“signed up” for the project. 

Building plans call for the erec- 
tion of 11 barracks, recreation 
building and combined mess hall 
and kitchen. The buildings are to 


be well constructed with concrete 
floors, one-half inch sheet rock 
siding, a built-up roof, and will be 
So erected that they may be di- 
vided into family units if the need 
arises later. 

When approval of the contract 
is received from Washington, act-

Arrangements have been made 
with federal agencies for the 
bringing in of the Mexican na- 
tionals for work in the grape har- 
vest. This number will more than 
double the Mexican national pop- 
ulation in the district. Several 
citrus associations have Mexican 
nationals at work in the citrus 
harvest.

The letter explained that her 
son “had satisfactorily met all the 
requirements of the flight training 
course and had been recommend- 
ed by his commanding officer for 
a commission as second lieuten- 
ant”. The letter was accompanied 
by the parchment document con-! 
ferring the commission on the Up- 
lander, whose plane mysteriously 
fell to the ground near Corpus 
Christi, Texas. 

The letter, in part, follows: ‘In 
recognition of his excellent rec- 
ord and in accordance with law, 
the secretary of the navy has ap- | 
proved the issuance to your son, 
of a posthumous commission as!
